TO TURIN 
RACE IS STARTED. 


AEROPLANE COMPETITORS GET 
OFF IN RECORD SPEED. 


Not Even a Slight Mishap Marred 
Start But American Entrant Fared 
Ill Near Troyes and Had to Land 
in Ficeld—Great Air Contest For 
Bag of Gold. 


| [ABSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PARIS, May 28.— Profiting by the 
lessons of last week's catastrophe, 
when at the start of the Paris-to-Mad- 
rid race, M. Berteaux, the Minister of 
Paar was killed, and Premier Monis 
badly injured, the organizers of the 
| second great air contest, from Paris 
,to Turin, sent the competitors away 
with record speed and precision today. 

Not the slightest mishap marred 

the occasion. The new Minister of 
War, Gen. Goiron; Antoine Monis, son 
of the Premier, who'was slightly in- 
jured in the accident a week ago; the 
Italian Ambassador, Signor Titonni, 
and several high officials were allowed 
on the field, but were kept well be- 
| hind the starting line. 
The weather was perfect. Twelve 
,out of twenty-one competitors were 
_ out for the start when the signal bomb 
was fired at 6 o'clock this morning. 
The machines were sent off in rapid 
| succession, ten leaving within a few 
minutes, and the entire number being 
away by 7 o'clock. 

The other nine entrants, including 
Pierre Vedrine, the Frenchman who 
won the Paris to Madrid race, will 
start tomorrow or Tuesday. 

The first to cross the line was Rol- 
and Garros, who, after making many 
plucky efforts te finish in the Paris to 
Madrid flight, was forced mishaps 
to abandon the race. 4 

Garros drove a monoplane. He was 
followed by Andre Beaumont, who 
rapidly overtook Garros and arrived 
first at Dijon, the initial recording 
station of the long journey. The two 
continued in the same order report- 
ing at Lyons and finally landing at 
Avignon. They covered the 645 
kilometers (401 miles) from the 
aerodrome, a short distance outside 
| Paris, to Avingnon in 12h. 45m. and 
13h. and 35m., respectively, and de- 
cided to spend the night there. They 
will finish the other 220 kilometers of 
the first stage of the flight to Nice 
tomorrow morning, a total distance of 
865 kilometers, or 538 miles. 

The other competitors early in the 
journey were the victims of mishaps, 
but nothing more serious than “the 
breaking of wood,’ and only two of 
them, Henri Molla, representing 
France, and the German § avitaor, 
Frey. had got as far as Dijon up to 
7 o’clock in the evening. 

The American, Henry Weymann, 
was particularly unlucky. After two 
stops, because of engine trouble, he 
was forced to make a landing in a 
field near Troyes. The propeller of 
his machine was twisted, and part of 
the frame broken, but he, himself, 
was not hurt. 

The race was organized by the 
Paris Petit Parisien, and the prizes 
aggregate more than $100,000. 

The second stage of the journey is 
from Nice to Rome, the _ recording 
stations being Genoa and Pisa, and 
the third stage is from Rome _ to 
Turin, the official stopping place be- 
ing Florence and Bologna. 

The total dis®nce is a little more 
than 1300 miles, and the competitors 
have until June 15 to accomplish the 
distance.

MEASURE OF OUR PATHIOTISM. 
A knightly patriotism, an unswerving 
devotion and loyalty to our country and its 
flag of many stars we earnestly crave for 
the youth of our land 

But to be first on the feet when the “Star 
Spangled Banner” is played is not the only 
possible outwaid manifestation of patriotic 
sc.....-nts. To riot in fireworks on the 
Fourth of July, or even to go to church on 
the morning of Thanksgiving Day, will not 
display a small fraction of the patriotism 
that a reverential observance of the ap- 
proaching Memorial Day will indicate. 

Memorial Day is a day with two names 
but with only one meaning or purpose. It 
is the day set apart for remembering the 
Boys in Blue who, on land and sea, gave 
the glory of their.youth for tne land they 
loved, gave gladly, ungrudgingly, unhesl- 

*tatingly. | 

On May 5, 1868, Gen. John A. Logan, then 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of 
the Repubiic, issued “General Order No. 
i., setting apart May 30 of that and suc- 
ceeding years as one day which should be 
kept in remembrance of the ‘soldiers of the 
Union mustered out.” Upon the “low green 
tents” in which they sleep we are to place 
spring’s blossoms in memory of their price 
leas gift. . 

But how de we observe the day?. What 
does it mean to us? What does it mean 
to the thousands of our boys who are from 
16 to 23 years of age, the age of the greater 
number of those who fell upon the southern 
fields? That meaning, whatever it is, is the 
real measure of our patriotism. The rever- 
ence we holu for our heroes and the tender 
observance of their day is the truest gavge 
of our love for our country—their country. 

When the brave blue ranks marched away 
to the South, there went with them some 
who came back home again, worn and 
broken, scarred and spent, old while yet 
their years were few, handicapped for their 
struggle with .:e and its problems. Some 
of these have gone to their last sicep each 
year of this half-century, and over them 
we wiu scatter our lilies and roses. 

But there still remain a few of the 
broken lines of blue, closing, closing, as 
the ranks are thinned. What do we owe 
to these silver-haired veterans? Shall we 
walt until they, too, lie under the sod to 
show them honor? While we are piling 
our wreaths upon the sacrei mounds why 
may we not heap them about our living 
heroes’? 

Then the sig! of the light In the faded 
old eyes, the proud lift of the dear old white 
-heads will kindle in our souls a fire of pa- 
triot'sm that the snows of . thousand win- 
ters could not extinguish. 

We must keep Memorial Day sacred to its 
name and purpose, not only for the sake 
of the boys who followed the flag in 
‘61, and for the sake of the “boys” whose 
faltering steps stili follow it, but for our 
own sakes and for the sake of the boys, our 
boys, of today cad tomorrow. 
the real measure of our patriotism.

UMPING TO CONCLUSIONS. 

We are al! inclined to the superficial 
view, prone on the impulse of a firat im- 
pression to jump to a conclusion which a 
sober and careful scrutiny of the facts 
proves to be. quite unwarranted. Indeed, 
this judging by appearances has caused er- 
rors in the observations of the most talent- 
ed individuals. For ordinary little mortals 
it is a desperate proceeding. Same superior 
beings may be blest with the divine gift 
of prophetic insight, but for the majority 
i... law of and deduction-—very 
close observa..on uuu clearly reasoned de 
duction at that—is always the safer guide. 


Enthusiasm and loyalty are the divine 
twins, the Castor and Pollux of every na 
tion, but loyalty should not be confounded 
with bigotry nor enthusiasm countenance an 
injustice. Enthusiasm for the brotherhood 
of nations has caused our admirable Prea- 
ident to advocate a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada which will be a decided hardship 
to the people whose interests he has at 
heart. No one will question President 
‘iait’s good intentions; the error arises 
from his jumping to conclusions before 
carefully weighing the pros and cons. On 
the other hand, bigotry has determined the 
labor-union party to champion suspects, ac- 
cused of horrible outrages and murder, be- 
fore they have heard the weight of the 
evidence to be brought against them. Loy- 
alty should aold men together who are 
fighting for the same cause, but never blind 
honorable men to the meaning of right and 
wrong. 

Col. Roosevelt would brand every woman 
as lacking in patriotism unless she moth. 
ers at least four children, a very illogical 
conclusion, for he can know nothing of 
either the ills or blessings of motherhood. 
A witty woman once remarked that if men 
had to bear children, instead of women, 
there would never be more than three in 
a home. King Hiram, our champion con- 
clusion-jJumper, has hobbled California in- 
dustries with an eight-hour law for women 
which bids fair to drive many female wo: : 
ers to poverty or ruin-by depriving them of 
the right to increase their wages by honest 
toil. There are some tasks, no doubt, at 
which no woman should be expected to 
work for more than eight hours, but there 
are many light occupations at which two 
or three hours’ overtime would mean for 
her all the difference between indigence 
and comfort. Women have been crecited 
with the instinct of seeing through a board 
fence without the aid of a knot hole, and 
many who are watching the present game 
of politics in Sacramento will feel relieved 
when “three strikes and out” are scored 
up against Hiram Johnson. 

Whether in public affairs, in business 
deals, in family matters or in. abstract 
thinking, nothing is so dangerous as for 
those with a little knowledge to jump at 
big conclusions, Well-weighed changes are 
good and wholesome, but the rushing in of 
fools plays the devil in every sphere of 
human life. The story of the six blind 
Hindu philosophers tilustrates very aptly 
the system on Which self-styled progres- 
sives are attempting to govern this great 
State. These six men, though blind from 
birth, were determined to find ovt exactly 
what an elephant resembled from obser- 
vation and deduction.

EXICO'S DUTY. 

With the resignation of President Diaz 
and the new administration of Madepo the 
new leader and the people he has repre- 
sented in the uprising must show that they 
are worthy of the great task which has 
been placed upon their shoulders.

OAKLAND LOSES HER COTTON MILL, 
AND WHY? 

Another labor-union victory in Oakland 
marks the passing of the only cotton mill 
on the Pacific Coast. Awakened to a 
realization of their power by an invasion of 
the Industrial Workers of the World, or 
some other happily mis-named combination, 
the operatives struck, and the mill propri- 
etors, who have struggled for twenty years 
to maintain a unique manufacturing enter- 
prise under steadily increasing difficulties 
in the labor situation, reluctantly gave up 
the* effort. There was never a better fleld 
so far as natural facilities are concerned. 
The mill obtained its cotton with lower 
charges for transportation than the Fast- 
ern mills so much farther from the Texas 
cotton plantations. It sold its products, 
cordage, twine, etc., largely in the home 
market. “It supported hundreds of families. 


But it is closed, probably for all time, join- | 


ing the woolen mills of California that have 
all been silenced by union labor exactions. 
Wages were always higher in the western 
factories than in the Eastern mills, and 
until labor-union agitators had their way 
with the workmen both employees and em. 
ployers prospered.—-[The Argonaut,

civilized community. And they are fighting 
among themselves. 
<A few weeks ago when two union mem-

country that the charges were a “frame-up,” 
| that union men are not capable of such 
crimes, that the charges ‘were devised to 
ruin the credit of the trade-union cause.

| thinking union man of the rank and file, to 
say what he thinks happens to the credit of 
unionism when an outrage like that of Mon- 
day is committed by labor bosses in the 
Rame of unionism? 
| A reign of terror has prevailed in the la- 
ber world of Chicago for weeks. Have these 
conditions of brutal violence proved té the 
people that labor bosses are so humane, so

NOW PLANNED. 


Would Weld Tiny Towns 
Into Big Municipality. 


Sentiment Grows in Favor of 
the Project. 


Chamber of Commerce Back 
of Proposition. 


consolidation of the municipalities 
of Santa Monica and Ocean Park 
again looms in sight as a bright spot 
on the western horizon. All that re- 
mains to be done to carry out the 
wishes of a majority of the residents 
of the beach is the carrying out of a 
few necessary legal details, such as 
the holding of an election and plac- 
ing the record of the vote in the 
hands of the proper officials. 

Organized with the declared purpose 
to bring about this much-desired mu- 
nicipal consolidation, the Chamber 
of Commerce conducted one lively 
though unsuccessful campaign, and is 
on the eve of instituting another. The 
first was lost by less than a neck. 
Santa Monica and Ocean Park fav- 
ored the wedding of the cities; but 
Abbott Kinney and his Venice repulsed 
the ardent wooers and at the polis re- 
turned a slight majority against the 
nuptials. The Chamber of Commerce 
has recently renewed its campaign and 
the promise is for a speedy settlement 
of the question that has proven vexa- 
tious through so many years. Not 
long ago by a unanimous vote the 
members of that civic organization 
authorized the president to appoint 
a committee of seven for the purpose 
of formulating a campaign and plan 
of education looking to the consoli- 
dation of the cities.

Pres- 
ent indications are that the Venice end 
with the repeated recommendation 
of the argument will prevail, since 
in the expansive consolidation that 
is to follow the purpose is to give to 
the entire territory the ancient, ad- 
vertised, venerated and historic name 
of Santa Monica, which city will be 
enlarged to extend from the mouth 
of the Santa Monica barranca on the 
north, to Sawtelle on the east, and 
to the mouth of Ballona harbor at 
Playa del Rey on the south. 

The new city of Greater Santa Mon- 
ica as projected would ecentain a per- 
manent and growing population of 
approximately 15,000, the late census 
having given Santa Monica 7849 and 
Ocean Park 3119, to which should be 
added the entire back country and 
Playa del Rey, which includes prac- 
tically all of Ballona township, with 
the exception of the village of Palms 
and the town of Inglewod. 

With this population, say the advo- 
cates of consolidation, the beach would 
have 15,000 united people, a sufficient 
number to be recognized in their re- 
quest to the United States government 
for city mail delivery r the entire 
district. Their prayer for a Federal 
building could not go unheeded, and 
ident has taken under advisement 
of the postal inspectors for the con- 
solidation of the three seaside post- 
offices, with a main office near the ven- 
ter of population, Congress would not 
be slow in authorizing the construc- 
tion of a handsome $100,000 building 
in the vicinity of Marine street. Here 
would be located the main postoffice, 
with sub-stations in North Santa Mon- 
ica and South Santa Monica, now Ven- 
ice. 

Andrew Carnegie, who has already 
provided Santa Monica with a free 
public library bullding, would no 
doubt be giad to contribute an addli- 
tional sum for the building of a great 
central library near the geographic 
and logical center of the new city, 
and a branch, similar to the one in 
Santa Monica, at Venice. 

likewise the leaders of the numer- 
ous fraternal, societies by the sea 
peer into the future and see a fra- 
ternal center being established in the 


same vicinity, with temples, club- 
houses and lodge rooms for these or- 
ganizations, which have plethoric 
treasuries. 


The unionizing last week of the 
Ocean Park and Playa del Rey school 
districts for high school purposes 
will result in the abandonment of the 
municipal building of Ocean. Park at 
Tokyo station for City Hall purposes. 
This is to be converted into either 
a grammar grade or a high school 
building, and unless there should be 
a consolidation of the beach citées, a 
new City Hall site will be chosen at 
Venice and there will be an issue of 
bonds for the purpose of providing a 
building. In the event of the great- 
er city consolidation, which seems 
near at hand, the City Hall question 
would be solved in a way that would 
result in the rearing of such a muni- 
cipal palace at the geographic center 
as would be a monument to the peo- 
ple, a credit to the beach and that 
would answer for the population of 
50,000 expected for the merged mu- 
nicipalities by the time of the com- 
pletion of the Panama canal. Santa 
Monica now has a City Hall that has 
well served its purpose for a small 
city, although grand juries without 
number have condemned the jail be- 
neath it as being ufisanitary, cold, 
damp and uninviting. The marriage 
of the strand towng would point the 
way to a new use, say some of the 
friends of Greater Santa Monica, for 
the present City Hall. Their plan 
would be to convert it into a school 
building. The steadily-increasing 
population makes the demand in- 
sistent for additional school facili- 
tiles for the youths of the grammar 
grades, and being centrally located, it 
is argued that the City Hall would 
be ideal for the kindergarten depart- 
ments for the entire city.
